THE BEGINNER'S CORNER 


Mos t new 8tudents are quite anxious to try their hand at 
divination. While there are many beginning techniques, the 
Oracle Board has the advantage of being simple to use and brings 


quick results. 


To make your Oracle Board, you will need a fairly thin 
board about 4" x 12" (a cedar shingle is good) and small quan- 
tities of white, red and black paint. Roughen the board (being 
careful not to leave splinters) so that you can easily feel the 
roughness as you run your fingers across and doim the board. 
Then divide the board into three equal parts and paint each of 
the 8ections as showmn below:

When the paint dries, your board is ready to use. 


Sit with the board in your lap and decide on a question 
that may be answered "yes" or 'no'. Fix the question firmly in 
your mind and, without looking at the board, allow your fingers 
to run 8s lowly over it in all directions. Continue this for a 
time, concentrating all the while on your question, until your 
fingers Seem to "'stick"' to the board. When this happens, look 


to 8ee where you are 'stuck'. 


If you find your fingers on the white section, your answer 
is 'yes'; if on the black, your answer is ''no.. 


If, however, you find you are on the red section, you 
Should think hard upon the question asked to learn why you did 
not get a clear-cut answer. For many beginners, the reason 1s 
that the question wasn't precise enough. In this case, reform 


your question and try again.

Magick without knowledge becomes s8uperstition and, no doubt, 
many effective rites are repeated with little or no understand- 
ing as to their true purpose. Today our greatest concern 8hould 
be to regain the lost knowledge and 8cience that lies behind the 
. fragments we are taught, Upon completion of our training in 
_ maglcks, we must dissect everything we have learned, 8eparating 
truth from 8uperstition, as for too long we have blindly followed 
handed- doin rituals and traditions that contain only 8urface know- 
ledge. - If we are to survive and succeed, we must regain our lost 
sciIlence and knowledge, and to do this we must delve into. other 


realms of 8tudy, long ignorned by us. 


We need people versed in electronics to tell us which of our 
talismans are actually diagrams of electronic circuits and what 
these circuits would produce if built. Magnetic anomalies and 
ley Lines 8hould be: mapped out for your area in order to increase 
the power of your magicks. These maps can be obtained from the 
U.S. Geographical Survey at a small cost. Quartz crystal, a gem 
revered in past ages by the Wicca for its powerful properties, 
has been greatly overlooked by today's Witches.

Much of' our mythology is based on fact; yet we tend to for- 
get this factual aspect when dealing with mythology pertaining 
to an inner earth and s|ubterranean races. Vell, we had better 
take another look because this inner world houses a great number 
of "beings" we attempt to invoke. In many traditions a rod is 
used in the circle and pounded thrice on the ground - and this 
wasn't meant to attract the attention of the ants. We MUST re- 


move our "''blinders!'"

ME:J_IN_THE CRAFT

.To the common man the word Witch automatically implies female. 
It has this in common with other sexually biased words like nurse 
or executive. Yet it is fact that even in less liberated times men 
were members of covens and other Goddess oriented institutions. 


I will attempt to discuss the functions of the modern day cele- 
brant priest. The role of the celebrant priest is primarily governed 
by the type of God form the group worships. As the priestess is the 
earthly representation of the Goddess, 80 the priest represents the 


God. 


In a mythos which includes a male 8olar diety, the role of the 
priest is particularly prominent. . In order to understand the s8pecit- 
ic duties of the solar priest, let us look at how our religion de- 
veloped. 


In an agriculturally based 8ociety the Goddess is usually ass80c- 
iated with the fertile earth. The 8un is the force which gives life 
to the earth. The God force s8ymbolized by the 8un in this type of 
gociety is usually regarded as two-fold, representing male fertility/ 
regeneration and death, and Gods of this type often undergo a name 
change as the role changes. The exact nature of the God's symbology 
is based on the needs of the s8ociety and the climate. 


For example, in northern Europe where there are vast 8easonal 
temperature changes the God is often symbolized as vegetative type 
God (John Barleycorn). In this manner we can $ee the intimate re- 
Lationship between the 8un and the earth or the God and the Goddess. 
The prominence of the God in this type of mythology is usually equal 
to that of the GCoddess and'so' the role of the priest is equal to that 
of the priestess. 


But what exactly are the duties of the celebrant priest? First, 
he obviously represents the Sun God, and in doing so he channels the 
force of the God through himself and then, in turn, to the group. 

He either invokes the God himself or, through ritual, the priestess 
invokes the God upon him. Conversely, the priestess may invoke the 
" Goddess upon herself, or the priest may invoke the Goddess upon, and 
through, the priestess. 


Witnessing such a ritual is like watching lovers meet, bringing 
the blessings of their love to the group and to the earth itselt. 
They do not, however, meet as lovers in every ritual, for in his 
vegetative aspect the priest must undergo the game transitions as 
must the God. He is called upon to perform rituals of planting and 
harvesting (birth and death). As the Sun God is a slain God, s0 


do the rituals reflect this, and the priestess in her Earth Goddess 
aspect receives him, both in life and in death. 


This is not to s8uggest that the priest is sacrificed on the 
physical plane or that sexual rites are necessarily performed. The 
interaction is on the spiritual level and is directed by ritual. 
The rites and s8ubsequent channeling of life forces have such a pro- 
found effect on individuals that they bear the marks on their gouls 
for many lifetimes. These marks make the Solar Priest particularly 
easy to recognize and train for the psychically attuned priestess.

' CRYSTALS, MINERALS, GEMS AND PRECIOUS STOHES

'That are crystals, minerals and gems? How do they benefit 
or affect the Universe, the planet Earth, or us as individuals? 
Do they really have an affect on daily living? Of what occult 
significance. are they? TI do not pretend to be an expert, but TI 
will share my knowledge of the subject. 


A mineral Ls a naturally occurring, homogenous . subs tance 
having a specific inorganic chemical composition: and a definite 
internal structure. | 


A crystal is the outward expression of this internal struc- 
ture. The structure of the crystal is attributed to the regular 
arrangement of the chemical atoms. But, more than . this, a crystal 
is a living thing...a flower growing underground... .a 5ubs tance 
that may even Speak to you. 'hen placed in a concentrated s0TLu- 
tion of its oim s8ubstance,-a.crystal appears: to grow, for crystals 
grow by accumulating from - the outside. 'hereas a human being 
accumulates energy, a crystal, even though 8urrounded by molecu- 
lar forces, _ remains in a's8tate of acquiescence. | 


A gem is -a -axyetal li cubatence (the opal being an except- 
Lon). "The. crystallinity of the s8ubstance is determined by the 
orderly arrangement of atoms and ions which are held together by 
electrical attraction. Because crystals may take a variety of © 
forms, they are initially s8eparated into the Seven Crystal Sys- 
tems (8ee Chart*L):. 


As stated above, a crystal is a living |8ubstance. TIt grows

From the earliest of developmental stages, both ill and Life 
are inherent in the atoms. Life that dwells first in invisible 
worlds battles its way up the ladder of progress in great waves 
over long periods of time. 


Eventually, this life makes the transition into the physLi- 
cal world in the form of a mineral where it will be subject to 
extremes of physical impact. The next cycle sees this life 
graduated into a | plant form. 


There are seven successive life-waves running nrarallel 
throughout the scheme of evolution.

A permanent 
atom may be found in a pearl, in a ruby, in a (LO 
many are scattered through veins of ore, and so on. 


On the other hand much mineral does not seem to con- 
tain any. t 


Thus, in each mineral crystal there is a permanent atom 
Iinked to the Universal Force. (Is there a collective soul - 
Or group soul with minerals?) Each of us has within us. a--Speciat: : 
atom which has been worn by our vehicle since we experienced the 


first life-wave. 


Emergon once wrote: "Beauty is its oim excuse for being." 
Likewise, a mineral crystal or gem. Since time immemorial, gems 
have held a :fascination for mankind. The origin of this fascin- 
ation is difficult to determine for it could lie in the early 
developmental stages preceding mankind. For instance, even nest 
building birds will choose brightly colored ornamental twine in 


contrast to drab twine and twigs. 


Also difficult to determine is the evolution of jewelry; 
that is, which came first - gems for personal adornment, or gems 
for amulets and talismans. The neckpiece, in the form of rough 
and unrefined pebbles, was most likely the earliest form of 
Jewelry followed by the stringing of s8tones into bracelet form. 
As technology advanced, rings and gem-set metal bracelets became

Gems have been found which were engraved with images and 

prayers, thus indicating that gems were used as amulets. Quite 

a number of gem-amulets have been uncovered in the archeological 
digs" of: Babylonia, Assyria and Persia. The symbolism attached 
to gems by man can be traced doin through the ages to the Egypt- 
ian dynasties, Golden Age, Renaissance, and to present day. 
Symbolism ranges from medical or therapeutic uses to s8uperstition 
and fear; from mystical or religious to the wealth and greed as- 


pects. 


It has become an established custom to wear a "'birthstone. '' 
This custom, having its origin in 16th Century Germany or Poland, 
is a convenient commerciali-zation - or "rip off' - with the 'mis- 
informed public being . innocent victims. Check the literature - 
brochures ,:;pamphlets. and advertisements - you will not find two 
lists which agree. 


Originally the s tones were selected on the basis of zodiacal 
signs and not the. calendar months. This practice had its roots 
in the twelve foundation stones in the ilew Jerusalem (Revelation, 
Chapter 21, or: Apocalypse) which were inscribed with the names of 
apostles. - Further, the breast-plate of judgement worn by the 
high priest (Exodus, Chapter 28) was adorned with twelve gems, 
each of which was engraved with one of the tribal names of We. 
The discrepancies that exist in the literature today may be 
attributed to changes in. the breast-plate, manuscript translation, 
misidentification- of. stones, etc. 


There are twelve distinct zodiacal energy patterns, differ- 
ing degrees of which lie within each individual. The gemstones 
were selected, originally, as representations of conductors of 
equilibrium through the vibratory level that each season or 
yearly cycle brings to man. In other words, an individual would 
be able to wear the gem that would be most harmonious to the vi- 
bratilonal level of a particular zodiacal sign affecting Earth at 
any time during the year. (See Chart 2.) 


[ote: Inner and outer space energies - interplanetary or 
ntergalactic, permeate the Universe with positive and neg- 
ative charges. These charges and countercharges enervate 
the vibratory. energies of each planetary body to which 
their energies have filtered. Each body in the Universe 
contributes. a part to every atom that exists. Therefore, 
when we. view a gemstone, we see the zodiacal constellations 
energy influence as well as how eons of time have formu- 
lated beauty, durability and rarity.) 


Because each: individual has within her/him various degrees 
of each of the twelve energy patterns, one is not limited to one 
birthstone. On the other hand, it would be ridiculous to say 
that each individual should have twelve different gemstones with 
her/him.at all times. Since gemstones transmit various energy 


patterns, it is more beneficial to wear or utilize a gemstone to 
which an individual is dram. Further, each person has a pecu- 
liar color-spectrum to work with. Consequently, an individual 
may maintain a physical, as well as inner, balance by selecting 
a gem from the opposite s8pectrum to infiltrate their auric or 
force field.

The twelve gems, as well as other minerals, having the 
highest responsibility can be used therapeutically to allevi- 
ate human 8uffering. If the vibratory level of the gem can be 
raised to penetrate the human aura, the mineral crystals will 
then begin to neutralize, realign or absorb to whatever degree 
the individual will permit. :'Raising the gems' frequency can be 
accomplished via the power YI the sun's- rays or solar prisms.,.

In order to simplify further discussion of gems, the di- 
vision of the Seven Rays will be used.

THE I CHING MADE EASY; 
OR 
| BINARY NUMBERS ARE OLDER THAN YOU THIITK

The I Ching (pronounced ye jing) or Book of Changes, is the 
ancient Chinese system of divination, compiled some time in the 
3rd millenium BCE. It consists of 64 oracular texts which are 
consulted to determine a course of action in a given situation. 
The oracle is traditionally consulted by means of 50 yarrow wands 
or "bones," from which six are selected by a complicated Process 
of repeated division and elimination until only six randomly se- + 
lected wands remain. 


The wands are traditionally made of yarrowym |stalks about two 
feet long, each of which is either "unbroken," i.e., painted black 
with no markings, or "broken," i.e., painted white or a: colour, 
with Wncetca?' 3 Line. doin the middle, which divides the wand into 
two equal parts. Some modern diviners prefer to use 25 wands, 
each of which is unbroken on one 8ide and broken on the other.

The unbroken wands are called "yang" or male, and the broken 
wands are called "yin" or female, 80 that the whole system repre- 
s8ents the Chinese duality of yang and yin. The six wands remain- 
ing after the repeated divisions are cast in a random way $0 as to 
make a © of "broken" and/or ''unbroken'” wands,

The numerical value of each hexagram is read from bottom to 
top to give a number from 1 to 64 which is used as a key or index 
Into the EAQCULEE text. 


There is no readily apparent logic to the numbering Sequence 
of the hexagrams, and there are. two traditional ways of arranging 
them. The oldest, a circular arrangement, is attributed. to Fu HsLi, 
the Legendary founder of the Hsia Dynasty around 2200 BCE; a Llin- 
ear Sequence, preferred by modern diviners, was devised by King 


Wen, founder. of the. Chou Dynasty about 1122 BCE. veither 8equence. 
provides. any... Immediately obvious correlation between the hexagrams 
and their numerical value, and most diviners simply memorize the 

64 hexagrams . 


The 8ystem is thus rendered somewhat inaccessible to modern 
Hes tern diviners, since we do not have a readily available s8upply 
of yarrow stalks, and we are not accustomed fo remembering seem- 
ingly arbitrary combinations of broken and unbroken lines. How- 
ever, there is an easy way to do-it, using coins and binary numbers, 
since with binary numbers it Is possible easilly to represent any 
number from 0. to 63 by using the heads and tails of the six coins. 
(The value zero must be used to: rTepresent $4, since there is no 
hexagram Q, and the number 64 would require a s8eventh coin.) 


Binary notation is a numbering 8ystem devised (in the ilest) 
by Gottfried i\ilhelm von Leibnitz in the late l7th Century. In 
binary notation all possible numbers can be represented by means 
= ones and zeros, arranged linearly to represent increasing powers

In order to undre how the s8ystem works, it is necessary 
to understand something about powers of numbers. Any number mul -

It is not knoim whether or not the ancient Chinese knew the 
binary 8ystem. Martin Gardner, in his article "The Mathematics 
of the I Ching'* says that there is no evidence that they did.
